“A tourist losing his passport 
in a foreign country could more 
readily obtain a duplicate if his 
fingerprints were on file in Wash­ 
ington. Every police station has 
fingerprinting equipment, ard this 
can be done in a m atter of min­ 
utes. As soon as they are checked 
at headquarters a new passport 
could b- issued without further 
delay.” 
Other Advantages Claimed 
This is not the only advantage 
of 
fingerprint 
registration 
for 
law-abiding sitizens. It is pointed 
out. 
If there were sufficient demand 
by the public, fingerprints could 
be made at home and forwarded 
to headquarters, but it would be 
far easier to file the fingerprints 
shortly after the birth certificates 
and thereby, in thousands of in­ 
stances, prevent crime rather than 
detect it, officials argue.

COLUMBUS, Ju ne 18.— Forty 
million trees are being g rown in 
forest 
nu rseries 
for planting in 
O h i o, 
Kentu cky , 
Tennessee, 
Indiana, and Michig an 
this 
fall 
and nex t spring . Dr. Au g u st E. 
Miller is su perv ising the produ c­ 
tion of these trees for the soil 
conserv ation serv ice which 
has 
established 
the 
larg est 
forest 
nu rsery in Reg ion 3 at Zanesv ille. 
Tree planting has three 
main 
pu rposes, to prev ent soil erosion, 
to control floods, and to fu rnish a 
crop for land which is not adapted 
to ordinary ag ricu ltu ral pu rposes. 
Ex periments 
made at Zanesv ille 
prov e that the loss of soil from 
forested areas is only a fraction 
of that which is washed from u n­ 
protected lands. 
It also has been shown that 
water soaks into forest soils 
in 
mu ch larg er qu antities than into 
soil which does not hav e any 
cov ering of plants to retard the 
flow of water. This is especially 
tru e in the winter when the fields 
are frozen. Forest soils are often 
snow-cov ered and remain u nfrozen 
when the soil in fields adjacent to 
the woods is frozen to a depth of 
a foot or more. 
John Newell, a farmer in Hig h­ 
land township, Mu sking u m cou nty , 
can testify that a person can reap 
a harv est from planting s of trees 
made by himself. 
Mr. 
Newell 
planted some black locu st sprou ts 
at the bottom of a g u lly althou g h 
his 
father protested 
that 
the 
locu st wou ld not g row in su ch a 
location. The orig inal planting has 
fu rnished sev eral crops of fence 
posts, and the trees hav e spread 
now u ntil they cov er the whole 
area which formerly was worth­ 
less. 
This planting of locu st trees 
has fu rnished nearly 100 dollars 
worth of fence posts lit the past 
two y ears. If the land had 
not 
been planted to trees, there wou ld 
hav e been no income from 
the 
g u llied land and the erosion wou ld 
hav e 
continu ed 
u ntil 
a 
mu ch 
larg er area was made worthless. 
The trees which are being pro­ 
du ced in the forest nu rseries are 
nearly all familiar species which 
are nativ e to this section. How­ 
ev er, attempts are being made to 
g row some trees which are not so 
common. Blig ht-resistant Chinese 
chestnu ts are being tried to find 
if this species of chestnu t will re­ 
place the American v ariety which 
was killed by the blig ht. Trials 
are also being made with pecans 
to see if they will su cceed in Ohio. 
The forest nu rseries are g row­ 
ing the different species of trees 
from seeds. More than 40 tons of 
the different kinds of seeds hav e 
been planted, and two and one- 


half tons of seeds of the black 
locu st alone were planted in the 
nu rsery at Washing ton, Indiana. 
Tests are also being made of the 
v alu e of ku dzu , a plant brou g ht 
to the United States from Japan. 
Ku dzu has been v ery effectiv e 
fu rther sou th in stopping erosion.

Putting defenders in first place for 
the evening, and us do wn to seventh 
position. 
Had partner 
allo wed the do u bled 
and redoubled 5 -Clu bs to stan d, he 
would have won 8 
heart trick s, and 
on* diamond trick, 
sco rin g us 6 00 
points, for a to p sco re, Rn d giv in g 
opponents a second abso lu te bottom 
score. 
The difference on the above hand, 
between defeating the 5-Clubs, dou­ 
bled and redoubled and going down 
4 tricks on 5-Hearts doubled, would 
have put our opponents down to 
third place for the evening, and giv­ 
en us fourth place.

as involves glaucoma. 
Glaucoma may come on gradually 
—In fact, it usually does—making 
Itselft known very gently , or not at 
all, to the patient, and reach & stage 
where it is difficult to give relief, be­ 
fore the seriousness of the problem is 
realized. 
The condition should al­ 
way s be treated, as neglect hastens 
the possibility of serious visual de­ 
fect which .might otherwise be com­ 
pletely 
checked 
or slowed 
in 
Its 
downhill progress. 


H arden in g o f Ey eball 
Glaucoma is an abnormally In­ 
creased 
hardening of the ey eball, 
brought about when the fluid, nor­ 
mally 
circulating 
there, 
becomes 
blocked and Imprisoned and cannot 
escape. 
A congestion and high ten­ 
sion In the ey eball results, which in­ 
creases as more fluid 
*aan * in. and 


the high pressure does damage to th© 
optic nerve and 
retin a, so metimes 
causing Intense pain. 
It is for this reason that the ocu­ 
list, in examining y our ey es, alway s 
tests the tension with his fin gers 
over the closed lids. 
If there is an y 
marked or even 
mo derate glau co ma, 
his fingers will n o t deceiv e him. In 
milder or earlier cases an instru­ 
ment called the "to n o meter”, applied 
to the ey eball, will in dicate the ex­ 
ternal p ressu re. 
The condition Is almo st en tirely 
confined to p eo p le o f middle age, and 
the complaint is u su ally n o t 
about 
the ey e, but a sev ere headache. 
If the ey es do giv e sy mp to ms 
there 
are peculiar 
distu rban ces o f vision 
co n sistin g o f co lo ratio n 
rings and 
halos of different co lo red lights about 
external objects. 
So metimes the pa* 
tlent feels as If be were lo o k in g 
down 
a gun barrel. 
The treatment consists In giving 
something 
w’hiclf will 
reo p en the 
microscopical!/ fine 
p assages in the 
ey eball and flush out the clogged 
fluid, thereby reducing the<ffiardness. 
Sometimes ey e drops, under careful 
control of the oculist, are successful. 
In some cases, operation is required. 
The most important lesson for the 
average person Is 
that after the age 
of 35 y ou should consult y our oculist 
as regularly as y ou do y our dentist, 
in order to check up on the general 
health of y our ey es.

All 
part.s of the plant are poisonous, 
and the poison is just as toxic to

livestock. 
Small quantities of the plant, if 
eaten, will cause death. 
Another of the poisonous Ohio 
plants has a name which denotes 
its dangerous character. This is the 
white snake-root, which is found 
in wooded 
pasture,

cleared b ut ha.s not b een plowed.! 
Animals which eat this weed have 
severe attacks of tremb ling after <

COLUMBUS, June 18.— Forty 


million trees are being grown in 
'orest nurseries for planting In 
Ohio, 
Kentucky, 
Tennessee, 


ndiana, and Michigan this fall 
and next spring. Dr. August E. 
Miller is supervising the produc- 
tion of these trees for the soil 
conservation service which has 
established 
the largest 
forest 


nursery in Region 3 at Zanesville. 


Tree planting has three main 


purposes, to prevent soil erosion, 
;o control floods, and to furnish a 


for land which Is not adapted 


to ordinary agricultural purposes. 
Experiments 
made at Zanesville 


prove that the loss of soil from 
forested areas is only a fraction 
of that which is washed from un- 
protected lands. 
It also has been shown that 


water soaks into forest soils in 
much larger quantities than into 
soil which does not have any 
covering of plants to retard the 
flow of water. This is especially 
true in the winter when the fields 
are frozen. Forest soils are often 
snow-covered and remain unfrozen 
when the soil in fields adjacent to 
the woods is frozen to a depth of 
a foot or more. 
John Newell, a farmer in High- 


land township, Muskingum county, 
can testify that a person can reap 
a harvest from plantings of trees 
made by himself. Mr. Newell 
planted some black locust sprouts 
at the bottom of a gully although 
his father protested that the 
locust would not grow in such a 
location. The original planting has 
furnished several crops of fence 
posts, and the trees have spread 
now until they cover the whole 
area which formerly was worth- 
less.This planting of locust trees 
has furnished nearly 100 dollars 
worth of fence posts In the past 
two years. If the land had not 
been planted to trees, there would 
have been no income from the 
gullied land and the erosion would 
have continued 
until a much 


larger area was made worthless. 


The trees which are being pro- 


duced in the forest nurseries are 
nearly all familiar species which 
are native to this section. How- 
ever, attempts are being made to 
grow some trees which are not so 
common. Blight-resistant Chinese 
chestnuts are being tried to find 
if this species of chestnut will re- 
place the American variety which 
was killed by the blight. Trials 
are also being made with pecans 
to see if they will succeed in Ohio. 


The forest nurseries are grow- 


ing the different species of trees 
from seeds. More than 40 tons of 
th* different kinds of se%9s have 
been planted, and two and one- 


half tons of seeds of the black 
locust alone were planted in the 
nursery at Washington, Indiana. 
Tests are also being made of the 
value of kudzu, a plant brought 
to the United States from Japan. 
Kudzu has been very 
effective 


further south in stopping erosion.

COLUMBUS, June IS—Most at 


the expert* who have been taking 
the pulse of Ohio agriculture in 
the paat now cay that the patient 
is exhibiting renewed strength 
and that the convalescent 
will 


soon take iU regular place in the 
industrial family unless unforseen 
complication* arise. 


H. R. Moore, 
department 
of 


rural economics, Ohio State Uni- 
veralty, prepare! each six months 
a report of farm real estate values 
and of net farm income. The last 
report contains a graph 
which 


looks like the temperature chart 
of a malaria patient. The resem- 
blance becomes even more pro- 
nounced when the ups and downs 
are translated ? Into agricultural 
conditions. 


Real Estate Climb* 


The agricultural patient's farm 


real estate fever rose to 190 in 
1920 when the normal temperature 
should have been 100. This fever 
was only a symptom which showed 
that some virus was at work, and 
the virus was net farm income. 
The world demand for farm pro- 
ducts had continued until fee «nd 
of 1918 and then started to decline, 
but the land buying fever induced 
by the virus of high prices for 
farm products did not begin to sub- 
side until 1920. 


Normal conditions for the agri- 


cultural patient are usually based 
on the period from 1910-14 and 
the prices for.farm real estate and 
for farm products both stood at 
the normal 100 during those years. 
Prices for farm 
products vary 


more rapidly than the prices for 
the land itself. When the world de- 
mand for food became insistent 
during the war, food prices rose 
rapidly while land prices 
were 


•lower to start upward; but when 
the fever became established, it 
was hard to check. 


In fact, the farm products price 


virus which induced the land fever 
was eradicated from the agricul- 
tural body in 1919 and prices for 
farm products were back to 100 in 
1920 
but the land buying fever 


raised the patient's temperature to 
160 at the end of 1919. 
Prices 


which farmers received for their 
products dropped to 75 in 1921 and 
the patient began to have his chilL 
The chill continued while the tem- 
perature dropped from 160 at the 
beginning of 1920 to a little over 
60 in 1933. 


Virus Went to Work 


Even the most optimistic physi- 


cian would be discouraged with a 
patient who exhibited such symp- 
toms, and the council of doctors 
who sat in consultation on this 
case were not making any predic- 
tions of rapid recovery. However, 
the chart prepared by the rural 
economists at Ohio State Univer- 
sity show that in the latter part of 
1931 the virus of higher prices for 
farm products once more started 
to work and food prices began to 
rise. Land prices were not affected 
until 1933 but the increase in farm 
real estate values which began in 
1933 has continued and it appears 
that the patient may continue to 
gain. 
Farm land values were almost 


back to 75 at the beginning of 1936 
and have continued to rise during 
the first half of this year. Prices 
for farm products are now almost 
exactly at 10 so condtions are fav- 
orable for farm real estate to re- 
turn to normal values. Farm land 
always should sell for prices that 
reflect the actual earning capacity 
of the soil but there always is lag 
in land values when produce prices 
start rising; and when 
produce 


prices start downward, land values 
are slower to decline.

EARLY BIRDS DO 
NOT CATCH ANY 
DAMAGING SLUGS 


COLUMBUS, June 18.—Early 


birds are no help to Ohio gardeners 
who have had seedling plants kill- 
ed or mature flowers injured by 
the garden slug, which feeds at 
night and then hides itself before 
the birds get up in the morning. 


Most birds would not eat the 


slug anyway, so Victor H. Ries, 
floriculture specialist, Ohio State 
University, advises gardeners to 
take a flashlight and spend the 
evening picking slugs. These crea- 
tures are often called snails, and 
they cause the most damage to 
seedling plants. The youngplanta 
may disappear entirely or they 
may lose their leaves after the 
second or third pair have de- 
veloped. 


Usually, the gardener does not 


know what is killing the seedling 
or Is eating the foliage. The slugs 
feed at night and then hide be- 
neath leaves, boards, or anything 
else which affords concealment. 
The slugs are something like a 
boat as they do not travel easily 
on dry land, but they excrete a 
slime which permits them to drag 
themselves along the ground. This 
trail can be seen and it proves the 
presence 
of the slugs in the 


garden. 


Some gardeners take advantage 


of the slug's dislike for dry soil 
and protect seed beds or flowers 
by placing a band of hydrated lime 
around them. Other gardeners pre- 
fer the flashlight and handpick- 
ing method and some use a pyreth- 
rum or nicotine spray to kill the 
slugs. These sprayers must strike 
the slug to be effective. 


Another method of control is to 


dust a mixture of two parts of 
monohydrated copper sulfate and 
eight parts of hydrated lime over 
the soil In the garden. This treat- 
ment appears to be effective and 
the materials for making the dust

RESIGNATION DISCLOSES STORY 


W 


ASHINGTON—The sudden and unob- 


trusive resignation of Ralph W. Mor- 


rison from the Federal Reserve Board has 
attracted no great attention, but around 
this mysterious Texan has developed one 
of the most unusual and important iiibide 
stories of the New Deal. 


It is particularly important now because 


this is the day of big campaign contribu- 
tions to both parties, and the case of Morri- 
son illustrates what campaign funds may 
do. 


During the 1932 campaign, Mr. Morri- 


son contributed $50,000 to the Roosevelt 
war chest, ranking closely after Barney 
Baruch and Joe Kennedy as one of the top 
contributors. 


Shortly after the successful end of this 


campaign, Mr. Morrison was appointed an 
American delegate to the London Econo- 
mic Conference. This was not a very im- 
portant position, but one of the efforts 
made by that delegation, if not the chief 
effort, was to increase and stabilize 
the 


price of silver. 


About six months after this conference 


adjourned, on January 31, 1934, the offi- 
cial list of "hoarders of silver" made pub- 
lic by the Treasury showed that Morrison 
held 1,774,740.66 ounces of silver. In fact, 
he was the second largest individual holder 
in the United States.

A bill proposing a. repeal of the 


food section of the sales tax law 
was offered late yesterday in the 
house by Rep. Frank 
Uible, D., 


Cuyahoga county, and then re- 
ferred to the finance committee. 


There will be no session of the 


house next week, and Rep. Ward 
said he would not bring the sales 
tax repealer up for consideration 
until members of the committee 
have had ample time to study the 
question. 


Ward IMsputes Figures 


Rep. 
Ward declared the gover- 


nor's statement that the sales tax 
this year will produce ?3,000,000 
to $5,000,000 more this year than 
was originally estimated, was not 
borne out by the facts. 


"If the sales tax maintains its 


present average, it might possibly 
produce $56,000,000 this year, or 
51,000,000 more than was esti- 
mated," he said. 


He also told the committee that 


figures previously 
obtained 
by 


him from the tax commission in- 
dicated the sales tax on food would 
produce about $16,000,000 instead 
of the $12,000,000 mentioned by 
the governor. 


Pointing out that the sales tax 


revenue goes largely to schools 
and local subdivisions, Rep. Ward 
said the minimum school founda- 
tion, already short an estimated 
$7,000,000.
